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■After almost two years and many re- 
jections, Mark Lane has founds a pub- ': 
lisher for his critique of the Warren 
Commission inquiry into the murders 
of President Kennedy, police officer 
JV D. Tippit, and Lee Harvey Oswald. 

The Commission’s 26-volume report ' 
concluded that Oswald had killed the • 
President and officer Tippit in Dallas 
on Nov. 22, 1063. Lane's research and 
analysis of the evidence in the 26 volumes 
led him to the conclusion that there is 
no credible evidence to show that Os- 
wald killed either the President or of- 
ficer Tippit. He told BOOKS: 

■‘11 do not know who killed them and 
I ha^ no theories and no speculations.” 

: Lane says that a man who may have 
invaluable information and who said 
that he was eager to testify before the 
Chief Justice in Washington is Jack’ 
Ruby. When he was questioned in the 
Dallas jail, Ruby told the Commission ’ 
that if he was taken to Washington he 
would tell all that he knew about “the 
conspiracy" to assassinate the President.. 
The Commission refused to let Ruby tes- 
' tify anywhere other than in the jail in 
spite of Ruby's statement that he was 
not free to tell the truth there. (Ruby's . 
death sentence — for killing Oswald in a 
Dallas police station — is on appeal.)
